Commits Suicide. 


In a demented condition for over six 


months, Solomon Slothour committed sui- 
cide at 8:30 o'clock on Tuesday morning 
at his home in Abbottstown by hanging 
himself by the neck with a bed cord to the 
bannister of the stairway, during a three 
minutes' absence of his daughter, Mrs. 
Alice Elder, who had left her duties of 
caring for the aged man to run downstairs 
for a few minutes. Mrs. Elder discovered 
her father, hanging by the neck, on her 
hasty return to the upper floor. The man 
was still alive, but the daughter could not 
loosen the knot, and she endeavored to 
hold up the body until her mother secured 
the assistance of R C. Berkheiincr, a 
neighbor. Still living, Mr. Slothour was 
carried back to his bed, but life was ex- 
tinct when Dr. T. C. Miller, of Abbotts- 
town, and Dr. E. A. Miller, of East Berlin, 
arrived. 
A coroner's inquest was deemed 


unnecessary. Where the man secured the 
rope, is not known. 


Mr. Slothour's mind began failing him 


about a year ago, and almost continuous 
watch was kept over him by his family, 
who feared he might take his life, in his 
condition. The deceased was aged 73 
years, 7 months and 22 days. He is sur- 
vived by his wife, whose maiden name was 
MaryEberly, and seven children: John, 
of Red Lion; Martin, Charles and Reuben,, 
all of near Abbottstown; Mrs. Wm.

The belief is growing that the 
U-53 is only one of a flotilla of German 
submarines assembled for attacks on 
ressels of the allied nations and neu- 
tral bottoms carrying contraband1 of 
war.

of Nantncket Island, and from there 
to ten miles off shore. 


Shipping at ports along the New 


England coast is being held up to a 
greater extend, and vessels at sea are 
reported making for the nearest har- 
bor.

To prepare It the 
sl*'"’>!est melhod Is to cook It unlll 
tender, remove all of the outsiilo lumps 
and unsightly spots, cut in dice and 
sppve In a v/hlte sauce. To make an­ 
other more elaborate hut very protty 
dlsli, cook the roots, cool and trim 
them, aooop out the Inside and iill with 
ohoppod 
celery 
and 
co(»ked 
beets 
mixed with mayonnaise. Sor^e one root 
to each person. 
The inside portion 
may he served finely chopi)od wltli 
Prenfh dressing on lettuce a day or 
two later. 


Boiled Ham.

Changing the width of the Sidewalk on 


Pleasant Street and the South side of 
Pitts Street, (Lincoln Way West) West 
from the Western Maryland R. R. 
Crossing. 
Be it ordained by the Burgess and 


Down Council of the Borough of New 
Oxford, County of Adams and State of 
Pennsylvania, and it is hereby enacted 
and ordained by authority of the same:— 


SEC. 1. That the width of the pave- 


ments on Pleasant Street in said Borough 
shall be seven (7) feet, as follows: Four 
(4) feet from the outside of marker to 
the building line, shall be for pavement 
or sidewalk; two (2) feet ana four (4) 
inches from the outsiae of the marker 
outward shall be for grass plot, and (8) 
eight inches fpr concrete curbing, said 
curbing shall be 18 inches in depth over 
all. 
The sidewalk shall be finished 


rough, and kept free from projecting 
steps, porches or other obstructions. 


All ordinances, or parts of ordinances, 


inconsistent herewith are hereby repeal- 
ed.

Rice Is one of otir most easily f!i- 
gested foods, is reasonably cheap, and 
should be m o r e ofte« 
served. 
R i c e S t u f f i n g f ^ 
Fowls.— B r o w n o n e 
chopped onion In' a ta- 
blcspoonful 
of 
jiutter, 
and mix with It four cup­ 
fuls of boiled rice anrl m 
cupful of bread crumbs 
that 
have 
been 
mols- 
ten(Hl in mlllc. 
Sea.^oa 
with s,nge, parsley or any 
herbs desired; ad<l half a pound of 
"sausage meat or finely chopped pork; 
salt and pepper to taste. 
Rice Griddle Cakes.—Boll half n cup­ 
ful of rice; when cold mix one quart 
of sweet milk, tho yolks of four egtrs 
and flour to make a stlfl! batter; beat 
tlie whites to a froth, stir in a tea­ 
spoonful of sfuia and two of cream of 
tartar, add siilt and fold in the stlfily 
beaten whites of the eggs. Bake on a 
hot griddle; spread while hot wdrh 
marmalade; sprinkle with sugtxr and 
serve at once. 
Rice Croquettes,—Scald a pint of 
milk in a double boiler; add a half 
a cupful of well-washed rice. 
Cook 
until tlilck; add the yolks of two eggs, 
half a teaspoonful of salt and two 
t:ihlespoonfuls of sugar. Remove from 
the heat heat smooth ; add half a tea­ 
spoonful of vanilla or the grated rind 
of half a lemon. 
A bay leaf ccmkíKl 
with the rice adds a flue scasi)nlng, 
which may bo removed when the de­ 
sired flavor Is rcnche<|. 
Spread on a 
flat dish and allow to chill. Sugar may 
be omitted If not liked 
C 
Rice With Eggs.—Put two table- 
spooufuls of salt, a tahlespoonful of 
onion, and a half cupful of rice Into a 
saucepan; stir and cook until tlie rice 
is yellow, then odd a cupful of stock 
of any kind, and when the rice is ten­ 
der stir in two or three eggs; when tho 
eggs are cooked serve at oace.

son with salt and paprika. This is a

that

especially 
appetizing, 
makes a few eggs serve for four or 
five, and is also economical. 
Any cold rice may be stirred Into 
any mullin or gem hatter, or rice im­ 
proves griddle cakes.

Peaches baked like apples arc a de­ 
licious dessert. Place them in a shal­ 
low pan, sprinkle with a 
little sugar, a few drops 
of lemon and bits of nut­ 
ter, with a grating of nut­ 
meg. They may he baked 
whole or in halves with 
the pits removed.

placed on a square of 
•sponge cake or angel food, soaked 
with frmt sirup and topped with Ice 
cream or whipped cream Is a dessert

l^eel and cut each peach In half, re­ 
move the pits and put a little'mara­ 
schino and a teaspuonful of sug:ir on 
each; let stand for an hour or rwo 
until the fruit has absorbed It, then 
arrange the peaches around a howl 
of sweetened and flavored whipped 
cream, 
Pcach Salad,—Peel and cut each 
peach in half, remove the pits and 
an’ango on nests of lettuce; fill wiiJi 
dressing and chopped nut meats. For 
the dressing use two tablespoontuls 
of powdered sugar, one teaspoonful of 
celery salt, salt and paprika to taste, 
five drops of tabasco, four tablespoon- 
fuls of olive oil and two tabiespuon- 
fuls of vinegar. 
Peach Compote With Peach Sauceu 
•Scald two cupfuls of milk In a dou­ 
ble boiler and add one-half cupful of 
farina, gradually, stirring constantly. 
When the mixture thickens, add a 
fourth of a cupful of sugar, one-half 
teaspoonful of salt and cook *.¿0 min­ 
utes; then add the whites of rw’o 
eggs, beaten stilf. 
Turn Into slightly 
buttered shallow pan. 
Remove tlie 
skins from six peaches, put into it 
saucepan a half cupful of sugar and 
a quarter cupful of water, c*ovi*r and 
cook the fruit until soft 
Cut the 
farina Into squares, put a peach on 
each square and pour the peach sauce 
Over all. 
Peach Sauce.—Mix half a table* 
spoonful of cornstarch with one tahle- 
spfionful of water; add to the sirup In 
the pan and cook five minutes, stir^- 
ring constantly; add two yolks, beat­ 
en thick, two tahlespooiifuls of lemon 
juice and a dash of SiUt,
